| Tokyo Foreign Office would be

The statement was to 
the effect that Japan would 
object to any measures ‘on the 
part of other Powers likely to 
disturb the peace of the Orient 
—for example, the providing of 
China with military aeroplanes, 
military instructors, or political 


loans. ' There is no indication at’ 


the moment of: any special rea- 
sons why the Japanese Govern- 
ment should, at this juncture, 
see fit to make such a declar- 
ation, which certainly needs 
clarifying. If Japan has know- 
ledge of circumstances which 
threaten the peace’ of the East, 
it is assuredly her duty to come 
forward with specific details and 
make her representations in the
